then went to the factory and quickly 
applied -the torch.- -The masked men 
stood on guard, permitting nobody to 
come near until the buildings were 
completely enveloped in names and 
help was useless. A squad of the mob 
took charge of the telephone office 
and no word of the affair was permit- 
ted to get out. 


When the mob saw that .the fire 
was beyond control they left the town, 
going in the direction of Hopkins- 
ville, discharging revolvers and rifles 
as they departed. 
When the fire de- 


partment arrived it could do nothing 
more than prevent the fire from de- 
stroying buildings in the vicinity.

The Steger stemmery was located on 


the south side of town on the Illinois 
Central railroad and the Orr building 
in the northern part of the town.

Railway Rates Outrageously High 


W 


HEX the Journal yesterda} spoke of the 
need of regulating the freight rates and 


passenger fares charged by the railways in thii 
state, it was assumed that everyone in Nevada 
was aware of the shameful conditions that really 
exist 
It occurs to us, however, that the thous- 


ands of new residents are not familiar with the 
facts as the> are. 


Where the rest of the country has forced the 


railways to pay some attention to the require- 
ments of the various 
communities 
served b\> 


these common carriers, Nevada has been content 
to drift along with a statute under which it H 
absolutely lawful for a railway to charge the 
enormous sum of ten cents a mile for each pas- 
senger and twenty cents a mile for ever} ton of 
freight transported upon the cars of the company 
It is expressly stated that the legislature may fix 
the rates to be charged on the narrow gauge rail- 
ways, but it is further directed that the road- 
shall fix their own rates—a contradictory provis- 


ion, to be sure, but an outrage upon the public 
m any case 


This statute \\as adopted, as \\e all know, at 


a time when the Southern Pacific Company, then 
known as the Central Pacific.controlled legislation 
in Nevada, as well as governors and other offi-

It is not so 
long ago that the officials of the Southern Pacific 
were in the habit of referring to Nevada as "tlv- 
bridge," implying that there was no more busi- 
ness for a railway in it that there would be on u 
bridge. But today the business furnished by this 
state is the most profitable of any part of the 
compam's lines The railway wants to keep it. 


The company will probably meet us half way, 


but whether it is disposed to come in peace or 
not, the rates for freight and the fares for pas- 
sengers must be i educed. They are outrageously 
high 
The legislature has the right to fix rates 


and it will to do so, if it expects to meet with the 
approbation of the voters, and the law must be 
so rlrawn xthal it will reach every company doing 
business in Nevada. 


When the business men of San Francisco were 


urging upon a legislature 
of our neighboring 


state that was composed of Southern Pacific col- 
lar wearers, the adoption of an amendment tc 
the constitution of California abolishing the rail- 
\\a} commission there 
and placing a freight 


classification schedule in the constitution, it was 
objected that such a thing had never been heard 
of before. 
It would ha\e been rather clumsv, 


it is true, but it would have been effective 
Of 


course the proposition \\as defeated b\ the eom- 
pam. 


In Nevada «c do not have to place a fieight 


rate classification in the constitution All we have 
to do is to adopt one as a law- and make it part 
of the rate regulation statute.
